EIIPLOYISJT 


The  recently  published  figures  of  the  1961  census  shoi''/  a  decline  in 
the  population  of  'Wigton  Rural  District  of  2,000.  To  some  extent  this 
is  due  to  the  closing  of  the  three  aerodromes  but  further  analysis  shows 
that  each  individual  parish  with  the  exception  of  Wigton  and  Holme  Abbey 
have  suffered  a  decline  in  numbers.  At  V^figton  British  Rayophane  and 
Redmaynes  have  expanded  and  as  well  as  increasing  their  staffs  have  drawn 
more  people  into  the  district.  Even  at  higton  however  the  unemployment 
rate  in  1962  did  not  fall  belov^^  two  per  cent  and  in  the  worst  month  was 
three-and-a-half  per  cent. 

The  situation  in  Silloth  and  Aspatria  v/as  much  worse.  At  Silloth 
the  closing  of  Fisons  was  partly  responsible  and  in  both  areas  the  local 
industries  did  not  have  a  good  year.  Both  these  areas  have  employment 
affinities  vith  iJest  Cumberland  and  this  area  had  unemployment  rates  of 
between  four  and  eight  per  cent.  At  Silloth  considerable  effort  is 
being  made  to  attract  industry  and  sites  are  available  on  the  aerodrome 
but  so  far  only  one  small  enterprise  has  started.

II  Deaths 


The  death  rate  was  13 #9  per  1,000.  This  figure  is  high  like  the 
figure  for  1961.  In  1961  however  the  increased  number  of  deaths  could  be 
attributable  to  an  influenza  outbreak  but  in  1962  no  such  single  cause  can 
be  pinpointed. 

No  age  group  apart  from  the  under  ones  and  the  over  75s  had  a 
particularly  high  mortality  experience.  The  deaths  were  evenly  spread 
tliroughout  the  year  xvhich  might  suggest  that  there  were  more  than  the 
expected  number  during  the  summer. 

khen  we  come  to  analyse  the  deaths  by  cause,  again  no  particular 
pattern  emerges.  There  were  eight  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  Img  and  51 
total  for  cancer.  Deaths  from  respiratory  causes  v/ere  not  particularly 
prevalent  in  1962.  Five  persons  met  their  death  accidentally  and  four 
persons  committed  suicide. 

The  largest  increase  was  in  the  number  dying  from  diseases  of  the 
heart  and  circulation  and  it  v/ould  seem  to  be  that  an  increased  number  of 
elderly  people  died  during  the  year  from  a  variety  of  causes. 

Infant  deaths  and  stillbirths 

There  were  17  infant  deaths  during  1962  giving  the  high  infant  death 
rate  of  44*5?  more  than  double  the  national  average.  Of  these  10  occurred 
wdthin  24  hours  of  birth  and  were  all  hospital  deaths.  Three  more  were  in 
the  first  week  -  txvo  in  hospital  -  although  one  of  these  was  born  at  home. 
One  death  occurred  in  hospital  at  two  weeks.  There  were  three  further  home 
deaths,  one  at  six  weeks,  and  tivo  aged  11  months. 

Fifteen  of  the  17  deaths  occurred  between  the  months  of  flay  and 
September . 

There  V\rere  six  deaths  in  Wigton,  fpur  in  Silloth,  three  in  Bowness 
parish,  two  at  Aspatria  and  one  each  at  AUonby  and  Waverton.

Diphtheria,  VJhooping  Gough  and  Tetanus >  There  were  two  minor 
outbreaks  of  whooping  cough,  one  at  Silloth  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year  and  the  other  in  the  Ail.ton  area  in  the  autumn. 

Lmunisation  against  these  three  diseases  is  combined  in  infancy 
Wiich  greatly  reduces  the  number  of  injections  required.  During  the  year 
257  infants  v/ere  given  combined  antigen.  Booster  doses  against  diph¬ 
theria  and  tetanus  are  given  to  school  entrants  and  again  at  age  9-10, 
and  primry  immunisation  against  both  diseases  is  given  at  school. 


Measles  started  up  in  the  late  summer  and  from  October  to  December 
some  150  cases  were  notified. 
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Dysentery >  The  mild  form  of  this  disease  cuased  by  Shigella  sonnei 
again  proved  avsrkx^ird.  It  was  prevalent  in  Aspatria  late  1961  and  in 
January  1962  there  was  a  sharp  outbreak  in  V/estnev^ton  centred  on  the 
village  school.  More  than  half  of  the  childi^en  and  one  teacher  w^ore 
affected.  In  a  farming  community  the  organism  could  spread  in  the  milk 
supply  and  precautions  were  taken  to  prevent  this  from  happening. 

In  March  an  outbreak  of  tliis  disease  occurred  in  Silloth  and  special 
precautions  v;ere  taken  with  food  handlers. 


Paratyhiocid.  An  •’jnusua3-  case  of  this  disease  occurred  in  an 
elderlj^  lady  from  Abbeytown.  It  is  thought  that  either  this  lady  or 
her  husband  had  been  a  carrier  for  a  number  of  years  and  that  when  all 
the  members  of  the  family  had  some  dysentery  the  bacillus  became  re¬ 
activated.  The  lady  was  in  the  Cumberland  Infirmary?-  from  April  till 
July  and  her  illness  was  complicated  -with  gall  bladder  trouble.  Un- 
fortuncitely  she  continued  to  excrete  the  bacillus  for  some  tlae  after 
leaving  hospital.  Her  husband  also  excreted  the  bacillus  but  this 
cleared  after  treatment. 


Influenza .  1962  was  not  a  bad  year  for  influenza.  In  January 

this  office  vjas  notified  by  the  Ilinistry  of  National  Insurance  that  the 
number  of  persons  off  work  was  over  300  per  cent  of  the  summer  average. 
This  outbreak  v/as  com.parativcly  mild,  and  believed  to  be  due  to  Influenza 
virus  B. 

During  1962  deaths  from  respiratory  disease  were  at  a  low  level. 


Smallpox  became  a  national  problem  in  early  1962  and  there  were 
five  separate  importations  of  the  disease  from  Pakistan  where  an  epiderxiLc 
occurred.  There  vjas  some  local  spread  in  Bradford  and  South  Males  but 
after  diagnosis  v/as  made  control  measures  were  effective.  There  were 
no  actual  contacts  in  this  area  but  a  number  of  people  sought  advice 
about  travel. 


Three  hundred  and  fifty-thr-ee  vaccinations  were  recorded  in  the 
district,  of  which  203  were  in  infants  under  one  year. 

Poliomyeliti s .  A  baby  from  Aspatria  was  admitted  to  the  Cumberland 

Infirmary  in  Ray  v;ith  a  febrile  illness  plus  meningism.  Type  3  polio 
virus  was  isolated  from  the  faeces.  This  childt  had  not  had  oral 
poliomyelitis  vaccine  but  of  coiarse  live  virus  from  vaccines  is  mdely 
diseminated  in  the  community. 
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During  1962  oral  vaccine  coiae  into  use  and  this  greatly  simplyfied 
the  ijimmisation  procedure.  The  table  below  indicates  the  number  in 
each  group  who  are  satisfactorily  immunised.

The  decline  in  tuberculosis  is  due  to  many  factors,  the  most 
important  being  modern  drug  therapy.  Early  diagnosis  is  also  very 
important  and  the  visit  of  the  mass  x-ray  unit  to  the  district  is  an 
important  event.  The  largest  reservoir  of  undetected  tuberculosis  is 
in  middle  aged  and  elderly  men  and  this  group,  particularly  those  with 
a  cough,  have  a  great  deal  to  gain  and  nothing  to  lose  by  attending 
annually  when  the  unit  is  in  their  district. 

Last  year  the  unit  visited  Silloth  in  April  when  608  were  x-rayed 
and  in  December  at  Vifigton  and  Aspatria  l,8l3  were  seen.

During  the  year  70  samples  were  taken  by  the  t/ater  Board  and  by  the 
Health  Department.  Twelve  saraples  from  various  parts  of  the  district  were 
taken  of  the  main  supply  from  Chapelhouse  reservoir  and  these  were  all 
excellent. 

Five  samples  of  the  Ireby  supply  and  four  of  the  Routengill  supply 
to  Sebergham  parish  were  also  classified  as  excellent. 

Thus  93  per  cent  of  the  dwellings  in  the  district  have  an  adequate 
supply  of  good  quality. 


The  other  supplies,  details  of  which  are  given  in  the  1961  report, 
produced  for  the  most  part  unsatisfactory  samples  and  this  water  as  well  as 
being  of  poor  quality  is  insufficient  in  quantity. 

Some  230  dwellings  have  no  public  supply  and  sampling  indicates 
that  most  of  ttie  private  supplies  are  heavily  polluted. 

Tbst  of  the  above  mentioned  difficulties  will  be  put  right  when  the 
scheme  for  the  parishes  of  Ireby  and  Caldbeck  is  put  into  operation. 


DRAINAGE  MB  SE-^fERAGE

following  report 


"The  i960  Report  gave  a  list  of  villages  which,  in  addition  to  the  towns 
of  VJigton,  Aspatria  and  Silloth,  have  adequate  sewerage  systems.

Schemes  for  extending  the  disposal  v/orks  at  Thursby  and  Aspatria  are 
about  to  start.  A  scheme  for  improvements  at  FletchertoTz-mi  works  is  being 
prepared. 


At  Silloth,  AUonby,  Box^naess  and  Port  Carlisle  crude  sewage  is  discharged 
into  the  sea  above  low  water  iriark.  This  is  deplorable  because  the  beaches 
are  used  for  recreation  by  so  mnny  people,  but  to  extend  the  outfall  pipes  to 
below  lov;  water  mark  would  be  very  expensive.  It  is,  however,  a  long  term 
project  xvhich  the  Council  ought  to  keep  in  mind. 

At  Glasson  and  Drumburgh  crude  sewage  is  discharged  into  the  estuary 
above  loxv  water  mark.  This  is  not  nearly  so  objectionable  as  at  the  other 
places  because  the  sev/age  is  first  cut  up  fine  in  comminutors,  and  holiday 
makers  do  not  gather  at  these  places. 

Of  the  i960  list  of  villages  and  liaLilets  -without  adequate  sevjerage 
systems,  a  scheme  for  sewers  and  disposal  works  has  been  prepared  for 
Ought erby  but  advertising  for  tenders  is  held  up  pending  a  decision  on  the 
question  of  charging  for  admitting  farm  effluent  into  the  sewers.  A 
start  had  been  made  on  a  scheme  for  Waverton,  but  work  had  to  be  suspended 
in  favour  of  the  schemes  higher  on  the  priority  list.

The  20  b’ongalows  at  lUe stern  Bank  with  warden’s  scheme  were  occupied 
tovjards  the  end  of  the  year.  Since  this  scheme  is  an  expensive  one  -  the 
extra  capital  cost  per  bungalov/  being  in  the  region  of  £300  -  it  is  essential 
to  choose  persons  in  need  of  such  facilities.  At  the  same  time  it  is 
necessary  not  to  select  persons  v/hose  needs  would  be  more  appropriately 
served  by  Part  III  accommodation  or  those  who  are  not  going  to  live  long 
enough  to  011307/  the  benefit  of  moving. 

In  the  event,  the  selection  v^as  made  from  elderly  and  disabled  persons 
\siho  were  applicants  for  bungalows.  In  tiigton  many  elderly  people  are 
occupying  substandard  property  and  action  was  taken  against  the  property 
which  10  of  the  old  people  left.  Another  five  x^rere  moved  from  existing 
Council  houses  which  were  then  available  for  families.  One  couple  had  been 
in  Kighfield  House  for  10  years. 


firs.  Tl.Vlilson  vjas  appointed  warden  and  she  and  herhusband  and  daughter 
occupy  the  warden’s  house.  lirs.  V/ilvSon  visits  most  of  the  old  people  daily. 
The  emergenc^r  bell  sj^stem  has  only  been  used  once  or  tmce  but  it  is  a  great 
comfort  to  many  of  those  living  alone  to  knoi'j-  that  help  can  be  summoned. 

The  common  room  has  been  very  attractively  furnished  but  had  little  use  until 
a  television  set  w’^as  installed. 


Old  persons  are  stasf  to  adapt  themselves  to  new  surroundings.  Most  of 
them  oved  in  at  the  start  of  a  vei'y  severe  winter  and  nearly  every  one  had 
trouble  vith  the  livingroom  fire  which  smoked  badly*  The  housing  association 
eventually  corrected  this  fault  by  putting  in  an  additional  ventilator.  In 
spite  of  these  troubles  most  of  the  peonle  settled  do\m  xatcII  and  like  their 
nex''/  surroundings*  ¥lrs*  VJilson  has  proved  herself  to  be  a  capable  and  under¬ 
standing  X'/arden  and  the  x-diole  scheme  seems  to  be  x^jorking  viett.  I  pay  a  xn.sit 
at  least  once  per  fortnight  and  see  any  of  the  old  people  at  their  own  or

SLUM  GLEAEMCE 


The  year  1962  was  not  a  good  one  for  slxmi  clearance.  The  sole  limiting 
factor  is  the  provision  of  Cormicil  houses  for  those  displaced.  It  is 
unfortunate  that  the  largest  problem  exists  in  V/igton  v/here  also  the  x^jaiting 
list  is  highest.  Hov/ever  the  Goxancil  have  arranged  to  build  105  houses  at 
Viigton  and  have  agreed  that  half  of  them  should  be  for  slum  clearance.  A

The  following  pages  of  statistics  give  some  indication  of  the  work 
undertaken  during  the  year  under  the  general  heading  of  environmental 
hygiene.  I  use  the  expression  ^some  indication^  because  there  is  a 
considerable  amount  of  work  done  viiich  cannot  adequately  be  shown  in  this 
form. 


As  always,  the  subject  of  housing  in  its  various  aspects  seems  to 
prove  the  greatest  need  of  the  district.  The  contribution  of  iS  new 
houses  for  Council  letting  purposes  hardly  measures  up  to  the  year’s 
increase  of  190  in  the  waiting  list,  especially  when  one  takes  into 
account  the  31  substandard  houses  demolished  or  closed  during  that  period. 

A  return  submittedi  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
shoxved  an  estimated  234  unfit  houses  remaining  to  be  dealt  v\rith  in  the 
area,  but  it  will  be  impossible  to  achieve  this  target  in  the  five  years 
allotted  for  the  purpose  unless  the  nevi  building  rate  is  accelerated. 

One  pleasing  feature  is  the  building  at  Wigton  of  the  30  bungalows 
for  the  elderly,  of  which  20  are  associated  with  a  Count^^  Council 
establishment  comprising  a  most  comfortable  comuon  room,  a  guest  room  and 
a  vjarden’s  residential  quarters.  Visitors  have  been  generous  in  their 
appreciation  of  the  combined  scheme,  likei^ise  most  of  the  old  folks  who 
experience  the  benefits  daily. 

\ 

I  am  not  sure,  on  the  grounds  of  cost  alone,  that  such  a  scheme  should 
be  repeated  in  our  area.  The  ordinary  bungalows  built  for  this  Council 
are  adiinirable  for  elderly  people,  but  these  20  of  a  special  type  fulfil 
a  particular  need.  Selection  of  the  right  type  of  tenant  is  of  the  utmost 
importance  if  the  additional  cost  is  to  be  in  any  way  justified. 

Still  on  the  subject  of  bungalows,  a  change  in  Govemment  policy 
affecting  housing  subsidies  enabled  the  Council  to  resume  the  building 
of  two  bedroom  bungalows  without  financial  detriment.  Even  so  I  trust 
a  balanced  future  programme  v/ill  be  sou^t  after  as  I  firmly  believe 
there  is  a  case  and  a  need  for  both  types.
